What they do not seem to comprehend is that the Secretary’s 
motive was of that high and lofty order which characterizes the self- 
sacrificial acts of all true reformers. It grated upon his sensibilities 
to infringe upon the laws of the land, and like Pooh Bah in the 
play of the Mikado he did it though it revolted him, but not for 
gain. Never! He did it solely and simply for the purposes of 
confession. Other people who committed similar offences not being 
reformers but unprincipled seekers after illegitimate profits would 
not and could not be made to confess to their crimes so that the 
innate heinousness of the rebate evil could not be brought 

| squarely before the courts of Justice. Mr. Morton, 
however, feeling that unexposed the evil might in- 
crease and wax so fat as to be beyond the reach 
of the law, steps in, places the martyr’s crown 
upon his brow and sacrifices himself on the altar 
of the public good by laying bare the details of 
his offense in order to secure proper legislation 
for use in similar emergencies in the future.

inspires in us a deep sens€@ Of regret that Mr. Pulitzer’s School 
of Journalism, which was to be added to the University equipment 
of Columbia, has been indefinitely postponed. It inclines us to the 
belief that there is a crying need at this very moment for just such 
an institution as Mr. Pulitzer proposed to establish. There are too 
many Editors in the land who like ‘Topsy in Mrs. Stowe’s immortal 
novel ‘just growed,” and too few who have attained to their present 
responsibilities through assiduous cultivation of their editorial gifts 
under proper direction. We cannot, of course, prophecy with cer- 
tainty, but we think we are not wide of the mark when we say that 
the present course of training Editors in the Wall Street Department 
of the Daily newspapers will result in conditions precisely like those 
which we now find in the employment of Base-Ball and Horse Show 
reporters as Literary and Dramatic Critics, or in the assignment of 
the men who write the Lingerie and Millinery Notes to the critical 
consideration of the Music and Art of the hour. Not that the results 


of the modern system are not entertaining—they are quite that, 
often indeed most diverting — but what little they gain in picturesque- 
ness is at the expense of real authority, of convincingness, of depth. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s announcement therefore has caused us real sorrow, 
and while he lives he cannot quite convince us that his contention 
that there is no one fit to assume the direction of his school is 
tenable. ‘To be sure we could mention a thousand editors who are 
not fit for the job, as Mr. Pulitzer intimates is the case, but with 
Cesar himse!f still living why look farther afield for a leader? 
Surely if Mr. Pulitzer were to assume the Directorship of the School 
of Journalism the students could ac- 

count themselves fortunate, for not 
only would the Dean be one who 
speaks with authority, but his 
journal, Zhe MWorld, a per 
fect example of the best 
and worst in modern jour- 
nalism, would speak for 
him. The combination 
would provide both the 
theory and the practice, 
than which nothing within 
the powers of the imagi- 
nation to evolve could be 
more illuminating or in- 
structive. With Mr. Pul- 
itzer in person to tell the 

students what they ought to do and Zhe World as an example 
of many things they ought to avoid in the purveying of news there 
would be hope for all—even we think for the enterprises of Mr. 
Hearst. and Mr. Oswald Villard.
